Stayman  Winesap. — An  apple  of  fine  quality,  larger  than 
old  Winesap.  Tree  very  vigorous,  resists  drouth  and  bears 
well  on  thin  soils. 

Ingram. — Like  Janet,  but  fruit  much  larger,  called  large 
^Janet  by  many. 

Black  Ben.— Of  Ben  Davis  type,  but  better  quality  and 
very  highly  colored,  almost  black. 

Yellow  Transparent. — One  of  the  most  valuable  early  ap- 
ples grown.  Fruit  medium  size  with  clear  transparent  skin. 
Ripens  in  August  and  lasts  for  a period  of  three  or  four 


weeks.

But  we  have  heard 
so  many  reports  to  the  contrary,  from  reliable  men,  that  we 
have  concluded  that  it  really  does  bear  large  crops  of  fine 
quality  berries,  from  June  until  frost,  and  have  therefore 
purchased  a quantity  of  plants  for  our  own  planting.  We
